I party felt his pre.sence as an impertinenee.

j And on the other hand, the pride of France

! crossing the path of its ambition, and 
; checking the growth of its power, Pre- 
I parations were pushed on by both parties

I ready. Every little move in the political 
i game was w.utched by both nations with 
an eagernes-i that corresponded with the 
de.np st.ike at issue on both sides ; and upon 
the saecc3.sful management of this game 
depemletl the cham|)ionship of Europe.

Ho is not now 
j fighting for an idea, hut for the first eni- 
I pira in Europe, for himself and his youth- 
ful sucrassov. The Prussians will fight to 
the death in support of the national pyes- 
iiqe, and their pluck may be trusted. But 
how will the other parts of Europe be af- 
footed ? .1 f A iistria take the field, no doubt 
it will be on the side of France. She can 
hardly .lo otherwise. She has little to lose 
by being beaten; and if, under French 
generalship, the army fight its way back to 
its lost weight and conscijiience, something 
will bo gaiiied for itself, and for the balance 
of war forces everywhere else. Much will 
depend on the side taken bv Rn,s.sia. If 
Spain commit herself to the struggde at all, 
ii. will no doubt be oil the Pnissiaii side. 
The ftnlians will hardly go vither way, if 
they can keen noiilral. An attempt in iv 
be made to gain possession of Ro-tiA Tli'i 
French troojis liavo held the Papal States 
I for their rightful owner till he estiblislind 
his infallibility, and nf>w he may l>e left to 
himsolf : his dominloii is out of all danger.

Lot those who glibly 
dismiss the question by pronouncing it im- 
possible place themselves on our bridge 
with a map of the province in their hands, 
and of course with tlioir backs to the east, 
and they will find, nortli and south, and 
at every point of the cooipass between 
them, roads raying out, and leading to 
mining, fanning, .and squatting interests 
that give an importance to Grom well that 
ought to gain for her just demaud.s a fair 
and considerate hearimj.

Our Port Chalmers neighbors are working 
tbemseU'es ioto a great state of excitement,

The Effoota of the War. 

[The Times^ July 16,] 

The aim of France in thlg deplorable war U 
well known. She clalnu the left bank of the 
Rhine. On the other hand, Pnueia has often 
protested that if she waa ever driven to take the 
field against France, she would not lay down 
her sword till the ancient Oermau provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine were restored to the Father- 
land. We know, therefore, the primary cause 
and real aim ol the war. The champions In the 
lists are only two, and the prize lies within each 
other's territory. Could their differences be 
settled by arbitration, or the contest be decided 
by one great battle, no other country in' Europe 
need be affected by the change. This amounts 
to saying that no State in Europe need join in 
the fray, or, in other words, that the war can 
bo localised. And yet what probabilities are 
there of a long-continued observance of the laws 
of neutrality ? Belgium and Holland, the coun- 
tries most immediately exposed to the trampling 
of the contending hosts, have lost no time in 
declaring that they will stand on their indepen- 
dent rights and the inviolability of their terrU 
tory. But there is hardly a precedent of a war 
being waged on the fiblne without the imme- 
diate occupation of those fertile plains ^ and the 
unprincipled attempt to involve the Ring of the 
Belgians in the Hohenzollorn quarrel opens no 
very cheering prospect before those who rely on 
the aacredness of international treaties as a safe- 
guard to Flanders or Luxembourg. On the other 
hand, .Austria, under the influence of Von Buest, 
hastens to declare that she will keep aloof from 
the strife so long as two combatants alone are in 
the field, bub “ not if a third power takes part 
in the struggle" — an intimation which seems 
mainly aimed at Denmark or Italy, should those 
States look upon the concentration of French 
and German forces on the Rhine as a favourable 
opportunity either for an inroad into Schleswig 
or an attempt upon Peter's patrimony. Till 
something decisive has been achieved on the 
Rhine, nothing is more likely than that there 
may be peace on the Danube, on the Tiber, anti 
the EUie. It is only when exhaustion sots in on 
either siilo that the rancours, Jealousies, and 
amhitiooi of hyatauders will have full play. 
Unless powerfully awed bv Russia, it is difficult 
to imaglno that .Austria will long remain neutral 
in a struggle, the main objeotof which is *' Ven- 
geance for Sarliiwa nor is it vary cartsiu that 
all the other A'jJferers from that victory— flnno- 
ver, Hesse, Frankfort, Saxnny, BAvaria, War 
temburg— will not rise in full cry against Prussia 
tha m>m Blit she exhibits any signs of faintness 
in her dealh-grappie with her chief antagonist. 
France has doubtless reckoned on all this chap- 
ter of accidents, and she will exert herself to the 
utmost to insure a first advantage. But many 
will fe«l iiioliue I to back Gerjian B^eailfwtueBs 
against French impetuosity, and will have little 
hesitation in looking upon another Jeua only as 
the nutural forerunner of another Leipsie. Few 
men will be so ingonuous aa to imagine that the 
couacientiousness of a righteous cause will be of 
much ttvaU against the preponderance of big bat- 
talions. Yot there oau be no doubt as to the 
side on which the world’s sympathies will bo 
enlisted, ami. whatever may on former occailons 
have been the offences of Prussia, she will in 
this instance have on her side all that moral 
support which is scMoin deuie l to those who 
fc.ike up arras in aolf-defeuce. It ia otherwise 
with France, whom nothing short of a long, vic- 
torious career will rehabilitate In European opin- 
ion. It is still difficult to conceive what infatua- 
tion can have committed the JSmperor Napoleon 
to a course which ia aa impolitic aa it is criminal 
We cannot admit that foreign war was prompted 
by the necessity of guarding against the distur- 
bance at home. The PlAlecite has re-established 
Imperial omnipotence in France. In Emilie 
Ollivier, Napoleon IIF. has found aa passive and 
as serviceable an instrument as in the more bril- 
liant and genial Rouher. Legal opposition showed 
utter incapacity for organisation, and ultra-de- 
mocracy woa dying of its own rage. What better 
foundation to his throne could the Emperor wish 
for than his eight millions of peasant votes? 
Gr how could France lie more helplessly at his 
discretion? It was, it seems, fated that the 
ideas of the First Empire should from beginning 
to end be the bane uf the second. The Emperor 
himself, howea'er, ha-i drawn the proper line of 
distinction that was to separate the two epochs. 
The empire of the 2nd of Deoember was to be 
peace, and Napoleon the Third had good reason 
to doubt the popularity even of hia successful 
and not wholly unrighteous wars. But the 
Prussian war now opening, will, when the first 
feverish enthusiasm abates, appear indoFensihle 
even to tho most selfish and vain-glorioiia pa- 
triotism. It ia important that the Emperor 
should act npou bis favourite maxim strike 
soon and strike ‘hard/’’ If the expenditure 
and hardships of the campaign beproTongsd. tha 
French people and the French army Itself will 
find that even the Rhine mav he bought ton 
dearly. Woo to the Emperor if the ardoup of 
his troops has time to abate— If there Isanything 
like a check in the enterprise— still worse ^a re> 
pulse. There is nc posathle return for him. ex- 
cept as a conqueror, and a conqueror on the scale 
to which Austerlitrand Wagram accustomed his 
uncle’s subjects. But It is very questionable 
whether one Solferino will dispose of Prussia as 
easily as it did of Austria ; and even were Prnssia 
utterly overeeaiG, forces may bo found drawn up 
behind her in second line. 



The Taieri Fostlngf Girl.

We have lately beard many and strange steries 
with refewnce to the ** Taieri fasting girl,” mote 
particularly as regards the religious phase of the 
phenomena manifested in her, We have been 
told by some that she lays claim to having ex- 
perienced a temporary separation of the soul and 
body : that during that time she in spirit visited 
the celestial gates ; that sbe waa engaged in a 
paraonal conflict with the arch enemy } and that, 
now that body and soul are once more wedded, 
she speaks with the tongue of bd angel, and 
sings seraph songs taught her in the realms of 
tha bleat. For the purpose of satisfying our- 
selves and enlighteuiug our readers on the real 
facta of the oase, we have recently taken an op- 
portunity uf visiting Maungabua, conversing with 
her, and making strict enquiries in the nei^bor- 
huod as to the bi>na of these rumours. On 
Tuesday evening we arrived in the neighbor- 
hood, and visited Mr Ross’s house. We found 
about 30 people assembled, afnoogst whom were 
a minister of the Presbyterian Church, and a 
lay preacher of another denomination. We re- 
ceived a hearty welcome from the father and 
mother of the invalid girl, but as a prayer-meet- 
ing was held in the house immediately after our 
arrival, we had not then the opportunity afforded 
us of holding much conversation with Miss Ross. 
After tho close of the meoting, ws were invited 
to speak to hei, but it was evident that she was 
much exhausted with tho excitement of the day, 
and BO we curtailed our interview, promising 
ourselves a longer one on a more opportune occa- 
siou. The next morning we again visited her, 
aud though we saw and heard very much to ad- 
mire and marvel at, all pretences to tho super- 
natural or miraculous were absent from her con- 
versation. She described the vision th,atahe had 
seen not as a reality, but as something which 
waa as vivid aa a reality. The principal, and 
possibly the most fascinating features of hercon- 
veraatioQ were its earneatnesa and simplicity. 
Far from pretending to be endowed with extra, 
ordinary powers iu tho interpretation of Scrip- 
ture, she frankly uckiiowledg&d that she waa 
poor, ignorant, unlearned girl, who could not 
herself understand many of the things that she 
road. We were prepareil, drom tho report that 
wo had heard, to oncuuntcr a second .Johanna 
Southcote — a would-bo prophetess, possibly eome- 
what dogroatio in her aiutunenta. So far as re- 
g.ards herself, tho genuineness of the views ahe 
einuiout'S cannot for one moment bodoubted bv 
her hearers, Jilie most certainly speaks what 
she bulieves. .snd is aii ciourf for all mankind to 
posseas a Ld:b idmibi- t<> her own. Siijl, there 
IS nothing obtrusive about her maimer : her on- 
tlmciiism assumes a ''cry mild and form, 

iiud sho seeiTM to be nifi’e riridy cn iOVi-ed with 
thw tsvii most iiupi'i'.aiit ami piomincht. of the 
virtviea taUj'bt by «he I'hrisiian religi-m. viz., 
humility aii-1 charity, ihiiii the crea'.yr propor- 
tion of prof-.:ssiny Chi’i-iti’nia and I'hvisliaji 
toi’i of the presjnt uav aro. The trimoe which 
has been ao greatly e;<ag-ci attvi iu all quariyr3 
may be as.ribcd to natural causes. 

Long hef' re ihe myiterliHis tjh op iuto which she 
fiiil, Aliw Ross w.aa impi'tbscd, with strong 
ruligiius views. U ia, we are informed, al- 
t'lgother false 'ha* her present religious feel- 
are the rcMilv (d the ■vision that eho has 
Siren \ an<l it is more reasonable to boltcve that 
this viehm was only a vivid dre<am (the dura- 
tion of which, like that of most dreams, is 
e'ctpetnely doobUull wbioh was the offspring 
of those religious seutimenta that, for some 
time previous to her sleep, had formed part 
01 bof nature and existence. This drcKam h<ia, 
in its turn, changed the current of her lifu j 
without knowing whether ihc vision "Was real or 
ideal, sho is in her own mind convinced by its 
means of the correctness of her views with regard 
to the faith which sho holds, and she tries {and 
with much success in some insbanecs} to convert 
others to her way of thinking, and t^o the enjoy- 
ment of the same peace of muul. With regard to 
the seraph songs which issue from her lips, "we had 
not an opportunity of bearing a specimen, but 
wa are informed on tha moet creditable grounds 
that whan she does sing it is in a weak, but 
rather sweet voice j tha melodies being those 
■which she has been accustomed to hear from her 
earliest childhood, but not always accurately 
rendered— either as ^^egards timo or tune. W» 
may add that Miss Rnss declared to ns her 
perfect inability to describe either the entrance 
to tho heavenly kingdom, ov the form of tbs 
tempter ; she merely remembers the one as being 
very glorious indeed, and the other as terrible 
and abhorrent in tho extreme. The phenomena

number of interviews which she daily hokis 
with those who are comparativo or entire stran- 
gers to her. It is another remaikaV.lo feature of 
the case that, befoi'e her illness, this ^irl \ 
an exceedingly bashful and nervous disposition, 
terrified at mcetiog an unknown gazo, but since 
she his awakened from her long eloep, she is 
an.xious and ea’^er to see as maoy aa possible. 
Uonsideiiug all the features of this niarvellouB 
case, it is hardly to be wondered at that the 
Ignorant and unlettered should have endowed it 
with a supernntural halo of glory. The circum- 
stances ox the sleep, the trance, the awakening 
and the remavkable clsarneai and earsestncBS 
with which she now expreeees herself, ■would aU 
natorally lead them to one conclusion. We cao- 
nnt blame them for their suppositloo, and we 
CRimot be sarprfsed that tbe rnmonra oonoembg 
Miss Boss have grown a little r n their jonrney 
from Maungatna to Dunedin. ■

■ THE TRIAL OF M‘LENNAN. 

Thu Supreme Court opened at ten o'clock on 
Tharaday, ^e 8th of September. The Judge 
summed up as follows 

The queatiou which the jury had to deter- 
mine was not so exfeneive a one as it would 
have beou had they been trying tho princi: 
jjal offender for larceny, for the whole queti^ 
tion turned upon the extent to ivhicL the appro- 
ver’s evidence had been coulirnied by indepca- 
dout tentiiiiuiiy. In the first place, the approver's 
evidence came before them tainted with g/eat 
suspicion. In cr<»9S-exaintiiation llennie admitted 
that he expoctevl part of the re waul, and had 
also been promised panlon by the (lovernment. 
Uf his right b) obtain that pirdon, in accordance 
with the terms of the proclAnuation in the Oaxtte, 
there could be no dmibt whatever. That was one 
motive. Aa to Rennie’s impression that he would 
receive part of the reward, he ) the learned Judge) 

I was iiiulincil ti> think that Keiime was mistaken, 
hut the impression that he .would do so was iu 
hi- mind, imd he went into the witness-box with 
n-bat to him waa a very great gains to play. Cir- 
cumstances occurred about the 13th of August 
to cast very strong suspicion Upon Ronnie ; and 
on the 14th the ixdice arrested hiui, It might 
j be that ReUnie ha^l sagacity enough to sec the 
; case was against him ; and the proclumation 
i which had been postoil about the place for the 
j preceding seven or eight days occurred to hia 
mint], and questions p:isscd between himself aud 
; the p»>lice about the reward. Smith ivaa very 
cautious ; gave the prisoner the usual warning ; 
told him tlie amount of the reward ; and aheweil 
him -then a printed copy of the proclamation. 
Then it perhaps occurred to Hennie that he had 
better confess. Now, what was the use of his 
confessing without an accomplice ?— for unless 
there waa an accomplice in the case, he would 
neither be entitled to the pardon nor to any por- 
tion of the reward, to which he would be other- 
wise entitled. Rennie’s position in the Court 
waa precisely this ; If he failed to convict the 
prisoner, then he stepped into the dock himself 
immediately after the failure, and was sentenced 
by the Judge. The fate of the man in the duck 
meant to Hennie, on the one aide, a considerable 
term of unprisonment ; and on the other, pardon, 
and, as he thought, reward also. Tho jury must 
take this fact into consideration in weighing 
Rennie’s testimony, even if there were no rules 
which required corrjboratfon of it as being tbo 
evidence of nn approver. Jf the jury chose to 
take the bit in their mouths, and return a ver- 
dict of guilty on the unsupported testimony of 
Rennie, no court iu the country could set aside 
their verdict upon that ground alone ; and all 
that could be done 'would be to recommend tbs 
Governor to exercise hie right of pardon. They 
would see that the witness had a motive for tel- 
ling a series of lies in the witness-box ; aud it 
was their duty to keep that motive continually 
• in their minds, and to weigh his evidence in the 
strictest and, nicest balance. It became more 
incumbent upon them to do so when they were 
informed that their verdict could not be set 
I aside, because they had convicted on Rennie's 
uncorroborated evidence. Every 

accomplice who turned Queen’s evidence had a 
strong motive to convict the prisoner, because it 
waa Upon tho convlctiuu that his own pardon de- 
pended. The jury were therefore required to 
take circumstances of corroboration, not as mat- 
ters of importance in themselves, but as enabling 
them to judge of the value of the accomplice’a 
testimony. When the present jurj' retire, 
they must ask themselves, Shall we or shall we 
not— ought we or ought we not-^believe this 
witness? And if they come to the conclusion 
that the evidence was open to doubt, then came 
to another rule of Is'vr, and they must give tha 
prisoner the benefit of the doubt. What were 
the circumstances relied upon for a corroboratiou 
in this case ? They were numerous, but each wsa 
extremely trivial in intrinsic value. There was 
not a very strong circumstaDce amongst them 
that might not be accounted for in other ways ; 
therefore, if any one, or even two, of these cor- 
roborative facts had stood alone, it would have 
been his duty to say that that was not enough ; 
( but inasmuch os there were a great number, it 
would be for the jury to decide upon their total 
value. He merely said, Consider them separately 
and then altogether, and ask your own con- 
sciences whether they ought to be admitted as 
sufficient corroboration of the approver's testi- 
mony, seeing his strong motive to make a eaxe 

out agaiust the prisoner. Hia Honor 

commented at eousiderable length on the evi- 
dence. It was evident that ona man could com- 
mit the robbery because one man did d.o it ; aud 
all that was required to enable one man to ste-r) 
the treasure was accurate information of the 
state of the place. Wna an accoaiplico neces- 
sary for this ? — or, could not Rennie have ob- 
j tamed the infi)vmation for himself by careful 
; enquiry ? There were discrepancies in Rennie's 
I ovidetico about the key, and the letter which he 
I said M‘]^enn.an left at Elliott's, but the general 
I aspect of his testimony W'oa that it was clearly 
t and coneocutively delivered, and, so far os his 
I own rrthbery was concemed, might be accepted 
as true. The qiicibiuii vhich the jury had to 
; ilooi'lo was, A re these several little cirouiostanctfs 
I of corroboration such as to induce us to give ere- 
; dit to Renote’s tostiiuony t If they believed th.it 
; testimony to bo true, it w’as competent for them 
■ to find a verdict against the priannor ; but if tboy 
thought tliero was no corroboration, and that si> 

1 far as the prisnuBr was concei'n«l, Rennie hati 
bcoii concocting a story for the pnrjvoHO of ob- 
I taining Uie re’waril, they would, «)i cnirso, .acquit 
1 the prisoner. If they had any reasonable dmibt
